The yeas and nays being demanded, the amend- 
ment was adopted by a vote of 15 yeas to 14 
nays. 

Mr. PRALL offered the following amendmcut 
as an additional section: 

Sec. -. The tax authorized by this act shall on- 
ly be levied upon the property of those who thall 
vote for the same. 

Mr. PRALL said he had offered his amendment 
in order that whatever might be the fate of the 
bill, it should stand upon a true, sound basis. He 
was willing to intrust t> the people the control of 
their own business, but not commit to a /wrtion 
ol the people the management of the private 
business of the rest He was willing that the 
thousand citizens of Christian county, who were 
said to demand this measure at our hands, should 
be allowed to subscribe whatever they pleased to 
the capital stock of this corporation: and that if 
thevpreferred the circuitous arrangement provided 
in the bill, they might make their subscriptions 
by recording their names upon the poll-books, 
rather than entering them upon a subscription 
li-t. But he doubted the right of a thousand, 
aye, of a million of men, to compel those who are 
protesting against it, to embark their capital In 
this or any similar enterprise against their will. 
He would freely tax the people for the regular 
and legitimate purposes of government, general 
and local. He would sustain from the public re- 
sources the machinery of government, and extend 
it so as best to subs.-rve the great purposes of its 
creation, to all the citizens and all the localities 
of the State; but lie would not vote to permit 
those living upon the line of a railioad, and in- I 
tercsted in its destruction, to coerce reluctant 
subscriptions of stock from others living in remote 
portions ol the county, and not interested in the 
enterprise. No majority, however strong, should 
be permitted to trample under foot the rights of 
the numb est citizen of the Commonwealth. 

Mr. P. saiil he represented two counties, both 
of which were oppressed with railroad taxes, and 
two out of the three roads for which they were 
taxed, would perhaps never be completed. He 
would not vote to impose a similar burden upon 
other counties of the "-tate. 

The yeas :>nd nays being demanded, the amend 
ment was rejected by a vote of 12 yeas to 17 
nays.

That the Territorial Leg 
islatures, created by the legislaiion of Congress, 
have no power to abolish slavery, or to prohibit 
the ir.troduc ion of the same, or to impair by un 
friendly legislation the security and full enjoy- 
ment of the same within ihe Territories; and 
such 00 Institutional power certainly does not be- 
long to ihe people of ihe Territories in any ca 
pacity, before, in the exercise of law ful authority, 
thev Iqrm a Constitution preparatory to admis 
sion as a Slate into the Union; and their action 
in the exercise of such lawful authority, certainly 
cannot operate or lake effect before their actual 
admission as a State into the Union. 

8. Resolved further, That the principles enun- 
ciated by Chief Justice Tanav, in his opinion in 
the Dreil Scott case, deny to the Territorial Leg- 
islature the power to destroy or in pair, by any 
legislaiion whatever, the righl of property in 
slaves, nnd maintain il to be the duty of the Fed- 
eral froveriinent, in all of its departments, to pro- 
tect the rights of the owner of such property In 
ihe territories; and the principles so decl.red are 
hereby asserted lo be the rights of the South, and 
the South should maintain them. 

9. Resolved further. That we hold all of the 
foregoing propositions to contain cardinal princi- 
ples — true in themselves — and just, and proper, 
and eecessary for the safety of all that is dear to 
us, and w e do hereby instruct our delegates to 
the Charleston Convention, to present them for 
the calm consideration and approval ol that body, 
from whose justice and patriotism we anticipate 
their adoption. 

10. Resolved further, That our delegates to the 
Charleston Convention are hereby expressly in- 
structed to insist that said Convention shall adopt 
a platform of principles, recognizing distinctly 
the rights of the South as asserted in the lorego- 
ing resolutions; and if said National Convention 
shall refuse lo adopt, in substance, the proposi- 
tions embraced in the preceding resolutions, prior !

Mr. Nelson, of Hennepin, introduced a resolu- 
tion, "learning tho thanks of the Democracy of 
Minnesota to Hon. H. M. Rice for his devotion to 
tlic interests of the State." The resolution was 
received with cheers from the Senator*?* frit nds, 
but a scene of almost indescribable confusion en- 
sued. Crie? of "adjourn,** "table the resolution,** 
*'it is a fire-brand,'* kc. t were heard above the 
din of many voices. 

Mr. Starkey moved the convention adjourn 
sine die, uiili three cheer* for Stephen A. Doug- 
las and the nominee of the Charleston Conven- 
tion. The yeas and nays were called, and the 
motion to adjourn was carried. Three rousing 
cheers were then driven for Douglas, and three 
more for the nominee of the Charleston Conven- 
tion, who ever lie may be. 

So the resolutions indorsing Senator Rice did 
not prevail. 

The Convention adjourned at two this morning 
Up to the hour of adjournment the hall was 
crowded with spectators, and the utmost interc-t 
manifested in the proceedings of the Conven- 
tion. 

The UlfltMU Slaughter,

They should be backed to pieces with dull 
hatchets. The more culpable of them should 
be shut up with mad dogs. Thc*e miscreants* 
tongues should be pulled out by the roots. Their 
eyes should be du» out with monkey wrenches. 
They thould be made to drink molten lead and sit 
on red hot gridirons. Who that has read of this 
appalling and heartless slaughter — jf the hearths 
nnd homes made desolate forever — of the fair 
biftve girls and honest, hard-working men so un 
timely and horribly sent from the world — who 
that has read of alt this in the newsprints of the 
day, shall say we write extravagantly ? 

Let us hope these Pemberton Mills men vre 
unequalled in deeply black villainy by the pro 
pnetors of ether cotton mills in New England, 
yet we merelv utter a plain, disgraceful truth, 
when we say that the most of them are sordid 
and soulless wretches. We hear a great deal, 
and something too much, of the cruelty nod wick- 
edness of negro shivery in the Southern portion 
of these United States; yet there is not »>ne 
slaveholder in five hundred who holds so tight and 
despotic a rein over bli negroes as do the cotton 
lords of pious New Kngland over their employ- 
ees. They are bell'd from bed, bell'd to the mid, 
bell'd home, bell'd even where. They must do 
their employer's bidding, in all respects, like 
dogs. Body, heart, soul, and brains, they belong 
to the lords of cotton. 

Why not indict and trv these Pemberton Mills 
butohers? A jury composed of twelve howling 
Apache Indians, upon whom the sunlight of civ- 
ilization never burst, would pronounce thein 
guilty of murder most foul and unnatural. 

God help the friends of the loved and lost. —

This action wa^ brought by Cunningham against 
the appellants for the price of three hundred and 
twcuij-six bushels of wheat, at seventy cents per 
biisuel, which the plaintiff alleged in hi? petition, 
he had sold and delivered to the defendants, at the 
depot of the Covington &l Lexington railroad iu tho 
: town of Paris, ami which having been partially de- 
I stroyed by fire shortly alter its deliver), the defeud- 
I ants refused to pay for. 

i 1 he defendants denied, that tho wheat which they 
1 purchased of the plaint of, whs by tho terms of the 
j contract, to be delivered at tho depot in Paris, but 
| alleged that it was to be delivered at Covington, at 
I which place the} were to receive nnu pay for it. 

Verdict and judgment tor $-01 71 hart ug been 

< rendered in favor of plaintiff, the defendants np- 
! pealed. 

I Simpson, Chief Justice, delivered the opinion of 
the court: 

Tho bill of exceptions offered by the defendant*, 
i which was signed by the Judge and made part ol the 
record* contains the following statement, viz: 
"The court then gare the following instructions 
I for plaintiff aud defendants, to which the defendants 

excited and still except." 
! * No objection was made or exception token by the 
> defendants tothc plaintiff's instructions a*, the time 
, they were given, but the court had frequently an- 
j nounced before the bar, that it would consider all 
( questions decided by the court on the trial as re- 
served, without formal exceptions taken at tho 
t, tiim;." 

It is contended that as the plaiintiffs instructions 
Wen not excepted to at the time, that by the provis- 
j iousof the Civil Code all objections to them must be 

< deemed to have been waived; and that if there be 
: any error in the instructions, the appellants cannot 
i now avail themselves of it. 

i The provisions of the Civil Code required the par- 
I ties to the action to except to every proceeding in the 
j cause, and cver> decision of the court made during 
i the trial, that is deemed objectionable by cither par- 
ty. This requisition il imperative. Each party is 
| thus apprised that the opposite party objects tosume 
part ol the proceedings, und has an opportunity af- 
forded him of correcting the error.it one has been 
committed, or of avoiding it, if about to be commit- 
ted. Instructions may be asked, which, if objected 
to. would be withdrawn, or rejected by the court. 
The error in the instructions therefore is deemed to 
be waived unless the instruction is objected toat the 
time it is given. 

The Civil Code, 3C4, requires a party objecting to a 
decision of the court to except at the time the de- 
c is ion l- made, tor err r of law occurrii gat the tri- 
al and excepted to by the party applying, a new trial 
m:i> be grunted. (&e.W.] 

I nder theee provision! an error committed by the 
court on the trial. unless excepted tout the time, must 
be deemed as waived, and cannot afterwards be re- 
lied on either a-* an excuse for a new trial or for a re- 
versal of the judgment. 

The policy of the rule which tho law prescribes is to 
put au end to litigation, by regarding every error 
which the court commits upoa tlia trial as waived, 
unless excepted toat the time; and the rule of prac- 
tice adopted by the court below directly contro- 
Venei its object and policy. Circuit Courts may 
adopt such rules of practice — not in contravention 
of unv rule of law, as are deemed necessary to facil- 
itate the progress of business, but cannot adopt a rule 
which will render nugator> a rule of law the benefit 
of which either part) has the right to claim. 

As the appellants cannot rely upon any error in the 
instructions, the question is, does the evidence in the 
cause sustain the verdict. 

We think there can be no doubt, that by tbe terms 
of the contract, the wheat was to be received in the 
city of Lexington. Indeed there is no evidence even 
tending to prove, that, under the original contract, 
it was to be received at tho depot in Paris. Was 
the evidence sufficient to authorise the jur> to find, 
that the parties had made an agreement to change the 
piacs of delivery. We think that it did not even 
conduce, to prove toat any such change had been 
made in tho original agreement, and that, consequent- 
ly, the verdict of the jury is unsustained by the tes- 
timony. 

Wherefore the judgment is reverted and causere- 
mauded for a new trial and further proceedings not 
inconsistent with thisopiuiou.

— A writ of hibcta corpus was 
vestenlav sued out in the Liw Commissioners' 
Court by E. W. Decker in behalf of a negro named 
David Fanner, confined in the county jail as a 
lugitive slave. The petition alleges that Fanner 
is a tree colored ni:in, and has for many years re- 
sided in Hender.-on county, Ky. Some time ago 
he went to New Orleans and obtained employ- 
ment from a man named Robert Abbott, in that 
city. Subsequently he left New Orleans and 
came to St. Louis Here lie was arrested and 
taken before Squire Herckenraih, who committer! 
him to the county jail as a fugitive slave, the 
property of Robert Abbott, his former employer. 
Fanner alleges that he was born a free man. He 
was ignorant of the law existing here which re- 
quires free negroes to > btain license before being 
permitted to remain in the State. He asks to be 
heard in the matter and set at liberty, so that be 
may return to his heme in Kentucky. Judge 
Dusenberry issued the writ of habeas corpus, and 
the negro will be taken before His Honor this 
afternoon at 3 o'clock, where the matter will be 
investigated, and theprisoner.it entitled to liber- 
ty, will be set free. — St. Louis Democrat. 
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Tin: Ohio Autiioritiks Refuse Pavmext to a 
Kentucky Officer. — The Marshal of the city ol 
Covington, J. P. McLaughlin. Esq., some lime 
in November last , was endowed witn, or perhaps 
we should say received authority from the Prosecu- 
ting Attorney ol Hamilton County, Ohio, as he ! 
alleges, to make the arrest of a man namel Chris 
tlano Flickering, on a charge of bigamy, who was 
supposed to be concealed somewhere in Pensyl- 
vania. Mr. McLaughlin succeeded in his mission, 
returned with his prisoner about the middle of 
December last, delivered him over to the care of 
jailer Shockley, in Cincinnati, and subsequently 
presented, as we are informed, a bill of expenses 
accruing from the trip, to the County Commis- 
sioners ol Hamilton county, which they relusi to 
pay.
